_ During the present year two broods of the Periodical Cicada or so-called “Seventeen-year 
~*~ <Tocust” (Cicada septendecim L.), one of the seventeen-year (s¢plonleci) race and one of the thirteen- 
year (tredecim) race, will make their appearance in different parts of the country. 

The Entomologist will be glad to receive during the season any confirmatory experience as to 
the appearance or non-appearance this year of the insects in those localities indicated or in any 
localities not indicated. Any evidence giving the extent of territory over which they appear in 
your county or State, or any well-attested dates of their appearance in previous years, will be 
thankfully received and appreciated. 


Broop NVIII—Tredecimn—(1881, 1894). 


This is the largest 13-year brood and one of the best known of all recorded broods. 
Alabama—Blount County and adjacent districts; counties of Dallas, Perry, Lowndes, 
Montgomery, Russell; also reported from Mobile County. 

Arkansas—Northern and northwestern counties watered by White River and its tribu- 
taries ; counties of Prairie, Pulaski, Conway, and Garland in the central por- 
tion, and Sebastian County on the western line of the State. 

Georgia—Cherokee, Campbell, and Walker counties. 

Illinois—Most counties south of Adams County in the West and Jasper County in the East ; 
especially abundant along the Mississippi, and Ohio, but apparently not present 
in the counties adjacent to Wabash River. The following is a list of thie counties 
reported to have been occupied by the Cicada in 1868 or 1881: Adams, Bond, 
Clinton, Champaign, Coles, Cumberland, Clay, Edwards (2), Franklin, Green 
Hardin, Hamilton, Johnson, Jasper, Jersey, Jefferson, Lawrence, McLean, wea 
Madison, Marion, Massac, Monroe, Morgan, Pike, Perry, Piatt, Richland, Ran- 
dolph, St. Clair, Saline, Sangamon, Union, Washington, Wayne, and William-

Indian Territory—Near Muscogee P.O. (?). 
Kentucky—McCracken County and adjoining counties in the northwest corner of the

Louisiana—Morehouse, Caddo, Claiborne, Washington, and adjoining parishes. 
Mississippi— Madison County. 
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-Missouri—More or less throughout the whole State, with the exception of the northwest 
corner, bounded on the east by the Grand River, and on the south by the Mis- 
souri River. Im the year 1881 or 1868 or at previous intervals of thirteen years

Connecticut—Near Meriden and New Haven, New Haven County. 

District of Columbia—This includes the adjacent portions of Virginia and Maryland. 

Indiana—Dearborn County (?). 

Maryland—The peninsula between the Potomac River and Chesapeake Bay, from Anne 

Arurdel County to the northern part of St. Mary’s County. 

Michigan—At Kalamazoo (?). 
New Jersey—The whole State, but more especially in the northeastern counties of Hudson, 

Bergen, Hssex, and Middlesex. 
New York—Within the city of New York (at least in former times, but in 1877 apparently 
i : exterminated by the Sparrow) ; on Staten Island, western Long Island, along 
both sides of the Hudson River as far north as Troy. 
6 North Carolina—Rockingham, Stokes, Guilford, Rowan, Surry, and adjoining counties. 

Virginia—From Fairfax County and southern portion of Loudoun County south to the 

North Carolina line. 

In newspaper reports these insects are sometimes confounded with true locusts (entomologically 
speaking) or so-called “grasshoppers” and thus cause unnecessary apprehension. The only damage 
done by the Cicadas is to blight certain of the smaller twigs of fruit and shade trees by ovipositing 
in the wood. This injury becomes serious only when the insects are exceptionally abundant and 
oviposit in young nursery. stock. In its earlier stages, or during its long subterranean life, the 
Cicada feeds to some extent upon the roots of plants, but this feeding is so gradual that injury from 
this cause has very rarely been reported.
